TELEPHONE BECOMES ELECTRONIC GADGET OF THE EIGHTIES 


International Mobile Machines, Bala Cynwyd, Penna., (according to the Wall — ‘ 
Street Journal) is developing an attachment for the telephone that will indicate the 
identity of callers before the call is answered! The attachment (called PriveCode) 
intercepts all calls before the telephone rings and through an electronic voice, 
asks the caller for his code number, which he can provide either by speaking or 
using his keypad. If the code is on a list of approved numbers, the telephone rings 
and the code is displayed! If not, the telephone remains silent and the caller is 
connected to an answering machine. PriveCode will be marketed by Timex early next 
year! They are also developing a pocket-sized remote portable telephone (called 


Ultraphone) that can be used as far as 10-miles from its base station phone!

your telephone if you leave it on providing they have the same frequency set up.

Sure enough, he accessed another phone, reconnected his and dialled his own number.
